$760,000 ALLOT ED 
FOR HIGHWAY 101

Traffic on Pacific Coast 
Highway, Torrance's notor­ 
ious murder-mile, will soon 
flow along safer and saner 
as a result of steps now being 
taken to channelize this ma­ 
jor traffic artery, it was 
learned this week.

The sum of $160,000 has been 
allotted for the project by th'e 
State Highway Commission and 
it is hoped that bids will be let 
before the present fiscal year 
ends. 'Since funds for this pro­ 
ject were not included on the 
regular state budget, steps are 
being taken now for a special 
appropriation, It was disclosed. 

Work will start as soon as 
the appropriation for this pro­ 
ject has been cleared.

I am vitally 
interested in the bond issues for the develop­ 
ment of a new civic center, police station, and 
the construction of much needed additional fire 
stations. All of these bond issues are important,

Next year in Torrance there will be more children of school 
age than there was total population in 1950. These youngsters, 
when they are not in school, need safe places to play under the 
supervision of professional recreation leaders. The Torrance 
voters must reali/e their obligation to these children to see that 
they have a happy, productive youth.
